earliest period the season (a late one) | 
would permit, at the distance of three feet | 


each way, two rows running through the | 
length of the trench, and the whole was 
thinned to two stalks in a hill. It grew 
off finely and was advancing to the critical 
stage of earing when the late drought 
occurred. From this the eorn suffered 
great injury in general, but the part which 
grew over the celery trench retained its 
verdure and freshness during the preval- 
ence of the drought, whilst nearly every 
blade of the remaining part of the square 
was frequently seen to be in a twist. 

I submit the facts of this experiment 
—the public may draw their own inferen- 
ces.

Farmers’ Clubs. 

Of the various methods that have been 
| adopted to awaken inquiry among farm- 
Jers, promote investigation, furnish the 
| means of interchange of thought, and cre- 
/ate social harmony and good feeling, few 
have been more successful than the usso- 
ciations known by the name of farmers’ 
clubs. What the agricultural Society is 
to che county, these are in many respects 
to the neighborhood ; and the good re- 
sults, wherever they have been instituted 
and sustained, are not the Jess apparent. 
The effect of such associations does pot 
so much depend on the numbers, as on 
the spirit, zeal and intelligence of the 
members, although where the right feeling 
prevails, the more these combine the bet- 
ter. ‘There are few agricultural neigh- 
borhoods where a dozen men cannot be 
found willing to meet once a month to 
compare opinions, and communicate the 
result of their experience and observa- 
tions. Even half a dozen, if they are 
men of the right stump, will make the 
meetings of such a club most interesting 
and instructive. 

Such meetings are the places to discuss 
and settle all points of a practical charac- 
ter in agriculture ; soils, their qualities, 
and the crops best adapted to each kind ; 
agricultural implements and their improve- 
ments, new theories, and their rationality 
or practical bearing ; questions connected 
with agricultural reading or education ; 
in short, every thing belonging to the 
farm, the orchard or the garden, will be 
found a suitable and fruitful topic of re- 
mark. Such a club should possess an ag- 
ricultural library, supported by the coutri- 
butions of each associate, and open to ev- 
ery member ; the books and periodicals 
to be subject to such regulations as to af- 
ford seeurity against loss. ‘The best for- 
eign as well as domestic works on agricul- 
ture and its kindred sciences, might al- 








| ways be found, and all the most valuable 


of our periodicals useful to the farmer 
placed on file for reading or for reference. 
"To each individual the expense would be 
ur fess than if his labors for information 
vere alone’ and unaided, and the mutaal 
advantages decidedly greater. 

Another of the benefits resulting from 
such an association would, or might be, 
the formation of an agricultural museum, 
embracing specimens of the various soils, 
cultivated by the members, or any other 
of those remarkable for their fertility or 
otherwise ; specimens to illustrate the ge- 
ological character of the district, and show 
the bearing this science has on agricul- 
ture; specimens of the various kinds of 
grain and cultivated plants, whether re- 
markable for size, novelty, or their valua- 
ble qualities ; fruits. roots, &c., according 








{to their season; together with all such 


matters as are calculated to interest and 
instruct such a body of men: the whole 
as far as possible, to be preserved for the 
We have merely thrown 
out these few hints, in the hope that some 
of our spirited farming neighborhoods 
may be induced to further develope them 


}and reduce them to practice. Wherever, 


in Europe or in this country, this or kin- 

dred plans have been adopted, the results 

have been most happy, and the cause of 

agriculture has received a decided im- 

pulse.

Salting Horses, 

A curious fact is mentioned in Parker’s 
treatise on salt. “A person who kept six- 
teen farming horses, made the following 
experiment with seven of them which 
had been accustomed to eat salt with their 
food. Lumps ot rock salt were laid in 
their mangers, and these lumps, previous- 
ly weighed, were examined weekly, to as- 
certain what quantity had been consumed 
and it was repeatedly found that whenever 
these horses were fed on hay and corn 
they consumed only about 2 1-4 or 8 ounc- 
es per day ; but that whenthey were fed 
with new hay, they “took six ounces per 
day.” ‘This would convince us of the ex- 
pedieney of permitting our cattle the fice 
use of salt at all times ; and it cannot be 
given in so convenient a form as rock salt, 
it heing much more palatable than the 
other article in a refined state, and by far 
cheaper. A good Jump should be kept in 
a box by the side of the animal, without 
fear that it will be taken to excess. [Se- 
lected. 


Green and Dry Wood.—A cord of 
wood whilst green, is said to contain 1443 
Ibs. of water, which would make one hogs- 
head and two barrels. Let every farmer 
who hauls wood to market, remember 
that when he transports it green, he is car- 
rying that weight and quantity of water 
on hisload, which, if he had snffered his

Prognostics furnished by the Heavenly Bodies. 
1. Observations of the Sun.—Signs of 
iwind.—The sun rises pale and remains 
‘red; his disc is very large ; he appears 
with ared sky at the north ; he remains 
| pale, with one or more obscure circles or 
red rays ; he appears concave or hollow. 
| When the sun seems divided or is accom- 
| panied by a parbelion, it indicates a great 
storim, 

Signs of rain.—The sun is obseure, 
and as it were bathed in water; he rises 
red, or with black stripes mingled with 
his rays or become blackish , be is placed 

fubove a thick cloud; he rises surrounded 
; with a red sky in the east. Sudden rains 
are never of long duration ; but when the 
jsky is changed gradually, aud the sun, 
moon and stars are obscured by jitle and 
jlittle, it rains generally for six hours, 

| Signs of fair weather.—The sun rises 
jclear, and the sky has been so during the 
lnight; the clouds which surround him at 
| his rising take their course to the west, or 
indeed he is environed by a circle, provi- 
|ded that the circle is at equal distances on 
all sides: then we may expect weather 
;constantly fair; he sets amidst red clouds, 
whence this popular saying, that “a red 
evening and a gray morning are sure signs 
jof a fair day.” 

2." Observations of the Moon.—Signs co ; 
wind.—The moou appears very large ; 
she puts on a reddish color ; ler horus are 
pointed and blackish; she is surrounded 
hy a distantand reddishcircle. If the cir- 
cle is double or broken it is the sign of a 

jtempest. At the new moon there is often 
a change of the wind, 

Signs af Rain.—Her disc is pale ; the 
/ extremities of ber creseent are blunted,— 
The circle around the moon attended by 
/a south wind portends rain the next day. 
| When the wind is south and the moon is 
| visible only the fourth night, it portends 
jmuch rain for the month. 
| Signs of fair weather.—The spots on 
ithe moon are very visible ; a brilliant eir- 
cle surrounds her when full. If her horns 
jdre sharp the fourth day, it will be fair tilt 
the tull moon, Her dise very brilliant 
three days before the change or the full 
moon, always denotes fair weather. Af- 
ter each new and full meon, there is often 
rain fullowed by fair weather, 

2. Observations of the Stars.—Signs of 
Rain.—They appear large and pale ;— 
their twinkling is imperceptible, or they 
are encircled. In summer when the wind 
blows from the east and the stars appear 
larger than usval, then look out for sudden 
rains. 

Signs of fair weather and cold.—The 
stars appear in great numbers, are brilliant 
jand sparkle with the brightest lustre.

Cure for Bots and Murrain. 

A writer in the American Farmer, whe 
| signs himself “J. W. J.,” gives a number 
|) of instances in which he bas been success- 
jful in curing the bots in horses by the use 
j of lime, and in preventing the attacks of 
|murrain by the same remedy. Having a 
|few years sinee purchased a very fine 
horse, be soon found he was diseased, and 
in spite of the various remedies adminis- 
tered, grew worse. Finding he disehar- 
geil some bots, he suspected the difficulty 
| might be found in them, and commenced 
{giving him a table-spoonful of slacked 
| lime three times a week in bread mashes. 
Pursuing this course two weeks, the bots 
| began to pass off in large quantities ; his 
lappetite began to improve, and in six 
| weeks he became well and sleek, Since 
| this, he continued the use of lime among 
| his horses with the best effect, and though 
| he lost many before, be has lost none since 
|from any cause. Spirits of turpentine he 
jfound produced no effect spon the live 
ivoided bot, while if put into lime, they 
| were perfectly dead in forty-eight hours. 
| Mixed with salt, and fec to cattle two 
or three times a week, or rather by allow- 
ing them always to have access to troughs 
‘containing the mixture, he deems lime. 
jand we think with very geod reason, an 
effectual prevention of murrain. Since 
he commenced its use, be has not lost an 
lanimal from this disease, though some of 
his neighbors who neglected this precau- 
j tion, have lost nearly all their cattle by it.

Care of Sheep, 

Sheep should be well fed lest they be- 
come poor, in which case they will not 
only be liable to die during the long season 
they are kept from the ground, but if they 
live in a poor eendition, they will not be 
profitable, as they cannot have a good 
supply of milk for their lambs, and the 
feeble little things will be in danger of 
starvation ; and should they survive, they 
will be small and stinted. And as to 
fleeces, they will be light, and what little 
there is will probably be lost in a great 
measure, before shearing time, inducing 
still further suffering to the poor unpro- 
tected animals.

We observed the past season on the 
farm of Dea. Daniel Leland, in Sher- 
burne, a great improvement on a piece of 
pasture land by the use of wood ashes, at 
a moderate expense. The soil wasa light 
gravelly loam that had produced but little 
feed. An acre was subjected to experi- 
ment. On almost all the piece he put 50 
bushels of leached ashes, that cost six 
cents a bushel ; cost of carting $2, making 
in all $5. On one corner, good compost 
manure was applied at the rate of 20 loads 
to the acre. It was sowed to oats and 
seeded to grass.

“It has been proved,” says your cor- 
respondent, “‘ that hay may be put to- 
gether ina comparatively green state, and 
with no fear of firing, if salt be sprinkled 
over the different layers at the time of 
stacking,” &c.; and he proceeds to ask 
whether ‘the effect is to be ascribed to 
chemical process or to mechanical means?” 
I think it is owing to mechanical means, 
or to the mere presence of salt—the cala- 
lysis of life, as chemists term it. The 
decay of wood and the putrefaction of 
animal substances, is as really combustion 
as the burning of wood upon the fire, or 
the burning of hay; both arrive at the 
same results finally, ‘The only difference 
is, in the one case the combustion goes 
on slowly, and in the other the substance 
is consumed at the moment—in the one 
case it is years in decomposing, in the 











In the decay of wood by burning, it is 
plain to every one that heat is evolved ; 
so in the decay of wood by the natural 
process of rotting, heat is evolved, al- 
though in such small quantities at a time 
as to be imperceptible. Now when this 
heat arrives at acertain temperature it 
bursts out into a flame—it is to this tem- 
perature wood and coal must be raised 
before they will blaze. The hay in the 
stack begins to decay, that is to decom} 
pose, and heat is evolved.

Economy in the use of Bread. 

New bread loses about five per cent of 
its weight by evaporation in cooling ; but 
another important advantage is gained by 
using what is usually termed stale bread, 
for its age largely increases its nutritive 
properties. M, Julian Fontenelle found 
that bread baked the samme day produced 
| 78 to 79 per cent nutritive matter, whilst 
at five days old it yields from 81 to 82 
percent. Count Rumford, in his essays 
on feeding the poor at Munich, 1796, 
states that all his experience proved that 
very stale bread mixed with the soup was 
far more satisfying than any other they 
jcould obtain. We thas sew that the Ia-! 
| boring classes, from eating Hew bread con- 
jeume one-eighth more than would be ne- 
'cessaryfif stale only were used ; in other 
| words a family that consumes six pounds 
lof bread per day would expend, at the 
| present price of bread, than if they limit- 
ed their conoumption to stale bread.—

Catching Turtles—Walk to Little Coris- 
co.—** On our artival at the Cape, we found 
‘Old Case’ already established there. This 
person is the head man of a town once Io- 
eated on the Point, but now removed into 
the immediate vicinity of King Glass’s town 
Our people immediately began to cut grass 
and clear the ground for their occupancy. 

Their object in coming is to catch turtles; 
these they take in nets made from the pine- 
apple. They use the fibres of the leaf, 
which yield a rope or net-work as strong as 
flax or the best hemp. The net is some fifiy 
or sixty fees in length ; its ends are secured 
by heavy stones, by which and by buoys it 
is kept in its place. The net is set and suf- 
fered to remain for days in the water, being 
constantly under their inspection, for thus 
only is the turtle taken alive. He would 





drown ina short trme, were he left in the 
water. Turtles are caught in this way 





weighing from one to two hundred pour Is, 
Larger ones are taken, but not in this mau- 
ner. The largest, whose shells are said to 
be three or four feet in diameter and ten 
or twelve in circumference, are found upon 
the beach; they are intercepted in their 
return to the water, and killed with mus- 
kets.”’ 

Mr. Griswold deseribes the season at which 
he made this excursion as very favorable to 
travelling. The sun is almost constantly 
obscured by clouds, and there is no rain.—

To this the ecap- 
tors would not listen, and expressed a de- 
termination to retain both, The Yange 
people, greatly exasperated, attacked Ebwe 
and burned it, after having killed a consid- 
erable namber ef the inhabitants, The sur- 
vivors fled and built another town, a mile or 
two nearer Little Corisco, ina situation very 
wild and difficult of access. To visit this 
town, [turned aside from the direct path,— 
The inhabitants had never seen any one 
with a white skin. The children screamed 
and ran, through fear, and though many of 
the people appeared like Bushmen, others, 
who had been among the Gaboon people, 
showed some marks of civilization, and ap-

Cape Lopez, mentioned ‘in the following 
paragraph, lies seventy-five miles 
south of the Gaboon river. 

‘*Here we found two men from Cape 
Lopez employed in purchasing slaves.—

freed it from dependence on Spain, was 
equal to that which is now enjoyed by many 
of the Russian grandees. The Count of 
Valentiana possessed Janded property of the 
value of $29,000,000, besides which he drew 


from a single mine, an annual revenue 
nearly $1,200,000. Their extravayance 
was as great as their wealth. The Count de 


Regia, according to Madame de la Barea, 
** was so wealthy that when his son, the 
present Count was christened, the whole 
party walked from his house to the church 
| upon ingots of silver. The Countess having 
quarrelled with the Vice Queen, sent ber in 
reconciliation, a white slipper entirely cov- 
ered with large diamonds. The Count in- 
vited the King of Spain to visit Mexico as- 
suring him that the hoofs of his Majesty’s 
horse should touch nothing but solid silver 
from Vera Cruz to the Capitol. This might 
be a bravado ; but amore certain proof of 
his wealth exists in the fact that he caused 
two ships of the line, of the largest size to be 
constructed at Havana at his own expense, 
made of mahogany and cedar and presented 
them to the King.’’ 

Of course, in the terrible convulsions of 
which Mexico has been the scene, some- 
thing has been done in the way of breaking 
down these wealthy families, but not so 
much as might be expected by a person un- 
aquainted with the facts. Great imequali- 
ties mark the social condition of the Mexi- 
cans! Bustamente, whose name occurs so 
often in the accounts from that country, is 
possessed of 396,000 acres ofland, and San- 
ta Anna is reputedto be very rich. What 
is called agrarianism has no supporters in 
Mexico.

From Oregon, 

We learn from the St. Louis Gazette that 
ten men, who left with Lieut. Fremont for 
Oregon jast Spring, reached that city on the 
3d mst. They bring a very unfavorable ac- 
count of their expedition, having been com- 
pelled for a portion of the time to subsist on 
horse flesh. The letters forwarded by Lieut 
Fremont were lost, and those sent by the 
Oregon emigrants were left at Weston for 
publication, Eight of the emigrants had 
died from the hardships 1o which they were 
exposed. The Government surveying com- 
pany will return about the Ist of January, 
by the way of the Yellow Stone. On the 
lth of September they surveyed Great Salt 
Lake, supposed to empty into the Pacific, 
and computed its length to be 280 miles,and 
its breadth 100, They were not molested 
by the [ dians, except at the bead of the 
North Fork, on which oceasion the sight of 
a twelve-pound howitzer soon caused the 
savages to desist from all hestile move- 
ments. They were left by the men who re- 
turned, at Fort Hall, in the Oregon Terriio- 
ry—one of the forts belonging to the Hud- 
son Bay Company.

A Man may Marry His Wife’s Daughler. 
— Though aman can’t murry bis grandmoth- 
er, yet it has been decided that he can mar- 
ry bis wife’s daughter, A man named Wm. 
Wilson, was convicted last August before 
the Hartford (Conn.) County Court of the 
crime of incest. The charge was founded 
on the fact that he had married the daughter 
of a deceased wife by a former husband— 
the sume being, as charged by the Judge, 
in violation ef law ; and the jury returned a 
verdict accordingly. The case was carried 
up ona writ of error to the Supreme Court 
where the decision of the lower Court was 
a few days since reversed, The Court decid- 
ed that the affinity between the plaintiff 
in error and his wife’s daughter, ceased on 
the death of his wife.

lead ; for although four pounds of beef, af- 


| ter boiling, weigh bet one pound less than 


when raw, the real loss of nutriment is 
greater than by either baking or reasting.— 
The liquor in which meat has been boiled 
contains a large portion of the most autri- 


| tious part of it ; and the reason why the 


loss of weight is not so great as by baking 
or roasting, i#, that all the pores are satura- 
ted with the water in which it has beer 
boiled. So well is thie partly known, that 
the pet-liquor is often reserved for making 
soup. In baking or roasting the watery par- 
ticles only of the meat are dissipated, im the 
shape of steam, but the whele of the solid 
or outrimental parts remain. Baking being 
carried ow m a close oven, the loas by steam 
is not so great as by roas ing before the 
open fire.
